His Father Weeps at Verdict. 


LaMance’s face and that of his

Rooney in- 
structed the jury to confine its 
verdict to second-degree murder, 
manslaughter or acquittal. The 
penalty under these possible ver- 
dicts ranges from a $100 fine and 
three months in jail to a life sen- 
tence, 

The State charged the osteopath, 
a former amateur boxing champion 
who once fought in Madison Square 
Garden, choked and beat his wife, 
Ella, to death when she chided him 
for excessive drinking. 


State Charged He Hid Body. 

The prosecution contended Dr. 
LaMance hid her body in a fruit 
cellar back of their house, across 
the street from Gen. John J. Per- 
shing’s boyhood home, and faked 
a search which carried him to the 
Manitou Springs (Colo.) home of 
his parents. 

Sheriff Carl Brown testified for 
the State that LaMance, on his re- 
turn to Laclede Aug. 15, summoned 
him and that his search disclosed 
the body of the 29-year-old former 
nurse on a cot in the fruit cellar. 
This was six days after LaMance 
said he last saw his wife. . 

The defense contended Mrs. La- 
Mance was despondent because of 
ill health and poisoned herself. Mrs,

Polish circles expressed no di- 
rect concern in authoritative re- 
ports from London that Great 
Britain had proposed to form a 
military alliance with Seviet Rus- 
sia and France. 

Poland Not Czecho-Slovakia. 

To reports of possible Italian me- 
diation, the Socialist newspaper 
Robotnik commented that “Poland 
is not Czecho-Slovakia.” 

Apparently reflecting the general 
attitude of the press, the Kurjer 
Czerwony declared that “the world 
now agrees that Berlin must give 
proof that it actually wants an un- 
derstanding with Poland.” 

As proof of Poland’s ancient right 
to Danzig the Kurjer Warszawski 
published what was reputed to be 
an eighteenth century German map 
of Danzig made in Nuernberg. It 
had the caption: “A general view 
and description of the Polish states 
fortified and the commercial town 
of Danzig and its surroundings.” 

Poland, declared the National 
Democrats’ Warsaw Dziennick, still 
has unsatisfied claims against Ger- 
many. It contended that Polish 
possessions on the Baltic were a 
minimum for the nation’s continued 
existence.

Subjects of New Decrees. 

The new decree laws strtngthen 
control over the foreign press in 
France and increase industrial pre- 
paredness for war. 

One decree extends the authority 
of the Interior Minister to contro) 
the sale and distribution of all for- 
eign publications in France. The 
Minister is empowered to prohibit 
the circulation of any daily, weekly 
or monthly periodicals or books 
from outside the country. 

Another decree makes it obliga- 
tory for school teachers to instruct 
pupils in methods of civilian de- 
fense. Another law appropriates 
20,000,000 francs ($520,000) for re- 
opening factories and mines, oper- 
ation of which in peacetime has 
been impracticable. Such plants 
would be ready to supply national 
defense needs immediately in time 
of war.

POPE PIUS REPORTED

VATICAN CITY, May 6 (AP).— 
Sources usually familiar with Vat- 
ican policy said today they believed 
Pope Pius XII had followed up his 


Easter appeal for world peace with 
definite overtures to various gov- 
ernments. Officials or semi-official 
confirmation was lacking. 

The sources who gave the report 
represented the Pope as being 
gravely concerned at the possibility 
of war. 

The Pope may make a new ap- 
peal for a peaceful solution of Eu- 
rope’s problems when he addresses 
a message tomorrow to the Eucha- 
ristic Congress in Algiers. 

No announcement of the subject 
has been made, however. 
Sage will be broadcast from the 
Vatican radio station at 6 a. m., 
E. S. T. (5 o’clock St. Louis time). 

It was not known whether the 
Pope was proposing any definite 
peace plan. 

Some sources thought. an indica- 
tion of what the Vatican was re- 
ported doing might be given in the 
Pope’s broadcast address.

Commends Circuit Judge Oakley. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ACK in January, 1937, when the 

Dickmann political machine probably 
had reached its greatest power, there 
came two happenings, a few days apart, 
and it was hard to tell which made the 
City Hall the maddest. 

The first was Circuit Judge J. W. Mc- 
Afee’s discharge of a grand jury for its 
refusal to investigate the notorious river- 
front bond issue election; the other was 
the appointment by Gov. Guy B. Park of 
Ernest F. Oakley as a Circuit Judge. The 
City Hall expressly wanted appointed the 
then Excise Commissioner, Thomas L.

The wisdom of Gov. Park’s appointment 
in 1937 is made apparent by the sweep- 
ing decree of Judge Oakley in the movie 
operators’ union case, where, with the 
most meticulous attention to all details, 
he left nothing undone to correct an in- 
tolerable condition. Judge Oakley is the 
type that St. Louis needs on the bench.

A SHOCKING APPOINTMENT. 
In naming Representative Edgar J. Keating of 


| Kansas City as Commissioner to hear evidence in a 


utility franchise proceeding at Trenton, the State 
Supreme Court has made a shocking appointment. 

Who is Edgar J. Keating? 

On the day Keating was appointed to the judicial 
position, he was one of the leaders of a filibuster in 
the House to block passage of Gov. Stark's bill to de- 
stroy Boss Pendergast’s control of the Kansas City 
Police Department. He has been a ringleader against 
Gov. Stark throughout the session. 

Can the highest tribunal in Missouri place itself 
in the position of giving aid and comfort to the 
corporal’s guard of legislators who are still trying to 
hold the line for the Kansas City corruptionists?

Washington has received President Somoza of 
Nicaragua with a rousing welcome. It outdid in 
splendor and enthusiasm the receptions extended to 
reigning royalty for years back, capital observers 
say. The event is a sign of changing times. A 
decade or so ago, Presidents of Nicaragua weren’t 
on visiting terms with the United States. Too often 
they detested us for interference, or they were pup- 
pets whose precarious rule was supported by the 
bayonets of American marines.

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THE COAL MINE STRIKE. 

The split of organized labor into two rival factions 
threatens to have serious consequences in the nation- 
wide coal strike. The miners are not asking an 
increase in wages, nor are the operators asking them 
to take a reduction. Ordinarily, this would mean 
a quick renewal of the contract. 

But with the AFL launching a drive to expand its 
rival miners’ union at the expense of the United Mine 
Workers of America, certain issues which would 
otherwise be trivial are magnified into importance, 
The U. M. W. A. is demanding an out-and-out closed 
shop. The operators are offering, instead, to collect 
union dues from all their employes, without requir- 
ing that they belong to the union. The gap is not 
wide, and would doubtless be quickly bridged except 
for the complicating factor of CIO-AFL discord. 

If the AFL does start a vigorous drive to take 
over members from the U. M. W. A., it may lead to 
the costliest labor struggle the country has seen in 
many years. It would be a futile conflict, in which 
the workers themselves would be used as pawns to 
satisfy the jealousy and ambition of rival leaders. 

The long priority which thé United Mine Workers 
has enjoyed in this field, and the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the miners that it enrolls, would seem to 
entitle it to undisputed recognition except in those 
few areas where another union exists. The opera- 
tors have nothing to gain, in the long run, by at- 
tempting to capitalize the split between the AFL 
and the CIO. Industry’s interest, like that of the 
public at large, lies in abatement rather than 
intensification of the feud between the Lewis and 
Green factions of organized labor.

One year ago, the St. Louis Foundation 
for Neighborhood Improvement § stated: 
“Our present Federal housing projects are 
so loaded with expensive trappings that 


they cannot serve the low-wage-earning 
group. This is true even with very heavy 
subsidy. Future projects should be stripped 
down to essentials.” 

The fourtdation also found that thousands 
of local families have a total monthly in- 
come of $60 or less. This indicates flat or 
house rents at $10, $12 and $14. The moment 
rents are increased (even a dollar or two a 
month) the poor people cannot be served. 
This must not happen in St. Louis. 

These facts should be faced by the local 
housing authority before it proceeds with 
any plans. It should build down to a fig- 
ure where people can rent, and not up to a 
figure where they can only wish. In other 
words, the authority should insist on mini- 
mum essentials and should shun fancy 
gadgets which will boost the rents and bar 
the deserving family. If we know that rents 
over $14 will bar these people, the plans 
must take cognizance of this fact from the 
very beginning. 

It is to be hoped that the housing author- 
ity will consist of five outstanding citizens, 
non-political, efficient and intent on stretch- 
ing every dollar to the limit. These men will 
Serve their city only if they build so that 
the poor man can enjoy a better home. 

Slum clearance alone cannot save the city. 
There are other factors of equal importance: 
smoke elimination, transportation, parking 
facilities and the immediate arrest of the 
population movement to the county.

During the past 25 years 100,000 people 
(about 25,000 families) have moved from the 
area east of Jefferson. 

So great has been the movement away 
from the city that in 1938 40,000 fewer peo- 
ple each day came into downtown St. Louis 
than in 1928. This means 240,000 fewer 
each week, or about 1,000,000 fewer each 
month. Fewer people: fewer dollars. 

Only by slum clearance with Federal 
funds and neighborhood rehabilitation with 
private capital can large areas of the city be 
made habitable or kept habitable. Only in 
this way can downtown St. Louis be revital- 
ized and the city get a new lease on life. 

St. Louis needs to sell itself to itself. It 
has many advantages. While magazine ads 
and billboards tell outsiders how fine we 
are and how well located for business, we 
fail to sell our own home folk and they leave 
for the county in discouraging numbers. 

The time has come when the business in- 
terests of the city must get together. Neigh- 
borhood rehabilitation will cost money. Dry 
rot at the heart of the city will cost more 
money and will mean eventual death.

pF omni claims are heard nowadays that 

dictator countries are performing mir- 
acles of industrial production, while democ- 
racies lag behind. Those assertions can sel- 
dom be tested by figures, but a “yardstick” 
for one of them was provided recently by 
a Department of Commerce report. 

It says that automobile production in Ger- 
many “increased slightly” from 267,000 cars 
in 1937 to 278,000 in 1938, and truck produc- 
tion rose even less, from 60,000 to 61,000. In 
1938, the United States produced 2,000,985 cars 
and 488,650 trucks, To equal that record, in 
proportion to its population, Germany would 
have had to produce at least 1,000,000 cars 
and 250,000 trucks. Actually, it produced 
about one-fourth that many. 

This is a fair test of dictatorship “effi- 
ciency,” because Hitler started out several 
years ago, with a blare of publicity, to make 
a cheap “people’s car” which would put mil- 
ions of Germans on wheels. Yet Germany’s 
automobile production made almost no gain 
last 2 gp _ is not even in sight of the 
annual production figures of 
Uncle Sam. si _— 

And, incidentally, any American would be 
ashamed to ride in a dwarf automobile like 
Hitler’s “people's car.”

: FORT DAVIS, Tex., May 6 (AP). 
—The discovery of stars, which ex- 
pand with a flare of light and then 
grow dim, all in one Gay or half a 
day, was reported to a gathering 
of astronomers here yesterday at 
the dedication of the 82-inch McDon- 
ald telescope. 

The discovery was announced by 


Dr. Harlow Shapley of Harvard 
University, 

The new stars were observed near 
the outer edge of the smal] ma- 
gellanic cloud. 

They were cepheid variables of a 
new sort. Cepheid variable is the 
name given to one type of stars 
which change the amount of light 
they give. The cepheids change 
because they pulsate, like bellows. 
Usually they take four to six days 
for each change. 

The new stars were considered 
optical illusions when first seen by 
Harvard observers. But a year 
and a half of careful study, Shapley 
said, has verified their existence. 

The reason they change so rap- 
idly is not clear. But it is indicated 
it has something to do with the 
presumably smaller mass and less 
crowding of stars in their vicinity.

WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).—

Traders Find Little Buying

—Minor Gains Predom- 


inate. 


NEW YORK, May 6 (AP). — The 
stock market engine sputtered and 
almost died today as traders found 
little buying fuel in either European 
‘or domestic news. 


While minor fractional gains 
predominated during the greater 
part of the two-hour proceedings, 
numerous issues were unchanged 
and a smattering of negligible 
minus signs was in evidence at the 
close. | 

Boardrooms were all but de- 
serted and the few customers who 
appeared seemed more interested in 
the Kentucky Derby than in trying 
for a long-shot in the stock list. The 
ticker tape moped throughout, with 
transfers of 176,750 shares among 
the smallest since last June. 

Reluctance o ftraders to take any 
pronounced position either way was 
attributed partly to the growing 
seriousness of the soft coal tie-up, 
although there was a faint revival 
of hopes this deadlock would be 
broken when President Roosevelt 
stepped in with a call on operators 
and miners to speedily settle their 
differences. 

The German-Polish row over 
Danzig and the Corridor seemed to 
provoke no further apprehension 
marketwise. 

How Shares Moved. 

One brokerage house, in comment- 
ing on slow markets, recalled that 
extreme dullness, following an ex- 
tended decline in stock prices, has 
often been succeeded by an upturn. 
It was pointed out that, taking 
the smallest five-hour sessions in 
each one of the past 24 years — 
omitting 1929 and using two ses- 
sions in 1922—the market has sub- 
sequently advanced 20 times and 
declined four. 

In today’s creeping proceedings 
support was accorded Bethlehem 
Steel, Chrysler, Montgomery Ward, 
United Aircraft, North American, 
Anaconda, American Smelting, New 
York Central, Texas Corporation, 
Goodyear, Eastman Kodak and 
Philip Morris. 

Inclined to lag were U. 8. Steel, 
General Motors, Santa Fe, American 
Telephone and Consolidated Edison. 

Bonds were unusually quiet, but 
selectively improved. Commodities 
generally exhibited rising tend- 
encies. 

A trifle better in a listless curb 
market were American Cyanamid 
“B”, American Gas & Electric and 
Gulf Oil. 

Overnight Developments. 

In their search for trend clues, 
market analysts studied the trade 
summary of the Federal Reserve 
Board which estimated the coun- 
try’s department store sales last 
week registered an increase of 6 
per cent over the like period a year 
In the preceding week sales 
were unchanged from 1938 levels. 

Among districts reporting sales 
increases were Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Dallas, New York and Kan- 
sas City.

Years ago, before the Derby 
reached its present plane, even 
the reporter had his troubles. The 
press coop would hold only a doz- 
en or so reporters. 


Once this writer viewed the 
race from astride the hip roof 
over a one-story extension of the 
boxes. We rode that hip until 
the horses swung around the 
clubhouse turn and then, after 
wrenching our vertebrae trying 
to follow the field, we executed 
a shift around on that hip roof 
and, trying to face the other way, 
almost slid down to the water 
spout before being rescued. 

On another occasion we stood 
out on the roof of the press stand 
and watched Flying Ebony, 50 to 
1 in the winter books and only 3 
to 1 as part of the “field,” splash 
down the wet track as we tore 
up our ti¢kets on Captain Hal, 
second. Space in the press box 
at all times is rarer than gold- 
filled hen’s teeth, 

When they have to drain the 
swimming pools and place cots 
for visitors’ accommodations— 
that happened once—you may 
grab the idea that going to the 
Derby, for the average citizen, 
is a joy only when considered as 
an adventure. 

If you travel by special train 
it’s pretty nice, especially if you 
like elbow bending and poker. 
It’s all a lot of fun if you don't 
start out with a grouch, and 
the proof of it is that so many 
persons go back year after year 


for another dose of the same.

SENATE TO ACT NEXT WEEK 
ON $1,216,000,000 FARM BILL 


Agricultural Blocs Say It Will 
Pass; Southern Senators 
For It. 

WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
Leaders of two farm blocs from 
different sections of the country 
said today that the Senate would 
approve the $1,216,000,000 agricul- 
ture appropriation bill next week. 
The bill was voted by the Appro- 
priations Committee yesterday. 

Senator Bankhead (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, a leader in the cotton group, 
said the bill would have nearly 
unanimous support of Southern 
Senators. Senator Lucas (Dem.), 
Illinois, chairman of the bloc from 
corn, wheat and dairy states of 
the Middle West, likewise was opti- 
mistic. 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
in charge of the bill, said only 
three Senators on the Appropria- 
tions Committee had voted against 
major increases in the measure, 
$225,000,000 for parity payments to 
farmers and $113,000,000 for removal 
of farm surpluses. Parity pay- 
ments are designed to raise the 
purchasing power represented in 
farm products to the pre-war level. 

These items accounted for most 
of the $381,000,000 added by the 
committee to the bill, which car- 
ried $835,000,000 as approved by the 
House.

TWO MORE WOMEN 
HELD AS POISONERS 


Eighth and Ninth Widows Ar- 
rested in Philadelphia Insur- 
ance Murders. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 6 (AP).— 
Two more widows, the eighth and 
ninth, were held today in connec- 
tion with an inter-state murder 
ring accused of t-ving poisoned, 
drowned and used other violent 


means to kill more than 100 per- 
sons in the last 10 years for their 
insurance. 

Both women, listed us Mrs. Anna 
Arena and Mrs. Rose Davis, were 


of their husbands, Mrs. Arena on 
a charge of murder and Mrs. Davis 
on a charge of conspiring to mur- 
der. 

They were taken into custody last 
night only a few hours after inves- 
tigators charged at the arraignment 
of four other prisoners that Mrs. 
Arentia’s husband, Joseph, a shoe- 
maker, was drowned seven years 
ago off the New Jersey coast. 

It was the second: drowning 
linked to the ring. Samuel Sor- 
tino, a machinist, was held yester- 
day without bail for trial after po- 
lice said he had confessed helping 
‘drown Rafael Caruso in the 
| Schuylkill River at Philadelphia. 
| With 40 deaths in Pennsylvania, 
New York, New Jersey and Dela- 
ware already known to investiga- 
tors, Assistant District Attorney 
McDevitt declared at the hearing: 

“When Herman Petrillo was con- 
victed and we had hints of only 
approximately 70 deaths, we an- 
nounced we had not yet scratched 
the surface. Today, we know that 
the murders mounted above 100 
And we still have only scratched 
the surface.” 

Petrillo, one of the first arrested, 
was convicted of poisoning a WPA 
| worker. Nineteen others are in 
|custody and six new warrants were 
{issued late yesterday. 

Poison was used in most of the 
deaths recorded so far. Autopsies 
on exhumed bodies showed some 
victims were killed by a concoction 
known to members of the ring as 
“witch’s brew,” while others were 
given hemlock, ancient poison 
which the philosopher, Socrates, 
was forced to drink. 

One woman is held in connection 
with the death of her husband who 
was killed by an automobile. Wit- 
nesses at Petrillo’s trial told how 
members of the ring discussed using 
sand bags and deadly typhoid fever 
germs.

Attention 
is called to the fact that East, the 
doubler, was in front of the dia- 
mond bid, hence the diamond king 
would, from his point of view, be 
no great value to influence a dou- 
ble, and therefore there was no 
particular reason to feel that he 
had that card. The spade suit was 
wide open and the success of the 
contract apparently depended on 
the diamond finesse.
